NEW LAW HELP TO | 
GROWING CITIES 


EXCESS CONDEMNATION ACT, IF 
PASSED, WOULD BENEFIT 
- EVERY COMMUNITY. 


OF INTEREST TO EVERY VOTER 


Several States Already Have Passed 
Amendments Similar to One 
Proposed In Michigan. 


Every voter in the State of Michi- 
gan should become familiar with the 
facts concerning Excess Condemna- 
tion and Know the rea) advantages 
which would accrue to any communi- 
ty a8 a whole ff the Excess Condem- 
nation Act ig favorably voted upon by 


the people of Michigan and enacted 
into 2 State law. 

“Excess Condemnation” means tak- 
ing through the exercise of “Eminent 
domain” more land than the actual 
requirements of the iutended im- 
provement. The proposed Constitu- 
tional Amendment permits the appli- 
eation of this principle by cities in 
Michigan. 

Rapid growth and new traffic prob- 
lems of large cities have in recent 
years developed an absolute need for 
comprehensive city planning which 
involves knowledge of existing condi- 
tions and study of the future growth 
covering the proper relation of im- 
proved thoroughfares, boulevards, 
parks and recreation grounds, etc. In 
securing such improvements through 
condemnation, the courts do not per- 
mit the taking of more land than is 
shown to be actually needed. This 


often results in leaving remnants of 
abutting parcels of land which are in- 
adequate for proper building utiliza- 
tion, for which owners have been 
awarded damages to full value. With 
the right of “Excess Condemnation" 
any City could acquire sufficient 
abutting land to provide properly 
shaped building lots. These would be 
resold or leased, with suitable restric- 
tions, if required, to protect the im- 
provement, and the City would de- 
rive the benefit of enhanced values 
resulting from the development. 

Protection of thoroughfares, parks 
and public building sites from un- 
sightly structures or neglected vacant 
remnants of land is one object of 
“Excess Condemnation.” . Another is 
recoupment to the City for cost of 
improvements through sale of excess 
land. 

It can be readily understood that 
many public improvements could thus 
be secured at little or no cost, and 
gome improvements might be rea)jiz- 
ed which without “Excess Condemna- 
tion’ would be impracticable because 
of excessive cost. 

Past mistakes of street widths and 
locations made through bad platting 
can tn some instances be corrected 
with the aid of excess condemnation. 

It is not expected that Excess Con- 
demnation will be used in every case 
involving the acquisition of land for 
City Improvements, but it is. desired 
that citles be permitted to use it 
where the best interests of the muni- 
cipality make such procedure desir. 
able. 

New York, Ohto, Massachusetts 
and Wisconsin have already passed 
constitutional amendments permitting 
“Excess Condemnation.” The Michi- 
gan Legislature, at its last session, 
adopted a resolution to submit to a 
popular vote of the people a proposed 
; Constitutional Amendment providing 
tor future legislation to this end. This 
amendment will be voted on by the 
voters of Michigan at the November 
election in 1920. 

Senate Enrolled Joint Resolution 
No. 1 of the extra session of the 1919 
Legislature provides that the pro- 
posed amendment shall appear on the 
ballot in the following form: 

“Vote on proposed amendment to 
the Constitution relative to empower- 
Ing the Legislature to authorize mu- 
nicipalities, subject to reasonable lim- 
ltations, to condemn and to take the 
tee to more land and property than 
is needed in the acquiring, opening 
and widening, of parks, boulevards, 
other public places and for any public 
use, and to make provision for the is- 
suance of bonds to supply the funds 
to pay therefor. 

“Amendment to article thirteen of 
the Constitution, empowering the 
Legislature to authorize municipalt- 
ties to condemn more land than ts 
necessary for certain public purposes 
and to issue bonds therefor; it be- 
Ing proposed that said article be 
amended by adding thereto a new 
section, to be known ae ‘Section five’ 
to read as follows: * 

“Section 6. Subject ta thia Conetitu- 
tion the Legisiature may authorize 
municipalities, subject to reasonable 
limitatlons, to condemn and .to take 
the fee to more land and property 
than Is needed in the acquiring, open- 
Ing and widening of parks, boulevards, 
public places, atreeta, alleys, ‘or for 
any publilo uss, both within and be- 
yond thelr boundaries, and after eo- 
much of the land and property has 
been appropriated for any Such need- 
ed public purpose, the remainder may 
be sold or leased with or without 
such restrictions aa may be approprl- 
ate to the Improvement made. Bonds 
may be lesued to supply the funds to 
pay In whole or In part for the ex- 


cese property so appropriated, but | 


such bonde ehall be a iien only -on 
the property eo acquired and they 
shall not be Included In any limitation 
of the bonded Indebtedness of such 
munloipality. ore

BURIED WITH 
MILITARY HONORS 


HENNING C. JORGENSON LAID 
TO REST IN ELMWOOD 
CEMETERY. 


His Funeral) Tuesday Was One of 
Largest Ever Held In Grayling. 


It was two years ago yesterday 
that Henning Jorgenson fell on the 
battlefields of France, while in an 
engagement with the German enemy, 
during which he was pierced with a 
bullet that left a large wound in one 
side and also in one leg. He lay on 
the battlefield five hours after he was 
wounded before help came to him, 
and then before he realized he was 
in a Red Cross hospital. He was a 
member of Company K, 7th Infantry 
having been transferred after he left 
Camp Custer which was early in the 
summer of 1918. He was moved 
from one hospital to another over- 
seas, and finally to a hospital in St. 
Nazarre, where he had been recover- 
ing nicely from his wounds, when he 
contracted diphtheria and passed 
away on March 24, 1919, having been 
confined to the hospital for over five 
months after he was wounded. He 
had been expected home, when word 
came to his parents of his death. 
His body was interred beneath a 
white war cross that marks each sol- 
dier’s grave “over there,” and his 
funeral services were conducted by 
Lieut. Alfred E. Sorenson, chaplain 
in the same regiment as was Hen- 
ning, and also a Grayling boy. 

Again Tuesday afternoon Rev. Sor- 
enson conducted the funeral of the 
soldier, whose remains had arrived 
last Sunday morning from New York 
and overseas. Rev. C, E. Doty of the 
Michelson Memorial church assisted 
Rev. Sorenson, and both delivered 
very impressive sermons. The lat- 
ter was in uniform, and to honor 
their comrade, the members of the 
American Legion, soldiers and sail- 
ors attended the services in uniform 
and took their place in the funeral 
cortege, commanded by Capt. Hardin 
C. Sweeney. The Danish-Lutheran 
church, whére the funeral was held 
was crowded with many standing, 
besides chairs and benches were ar- 
ranged in the church yard to accom- 
modate the crowd. During the ser- 
vice hymns were rendered by the con- 
gregation. The flag covered casket 
was heavily laden with flowers while 
many were arranged at the altar. 
The following acted as pall bearers, 
Wilhelm Nelson, Harry Hemmingson 
Harry Sorenson, Carl Philips, Neil 
Matthews and Charles Hawley. 

As the procession left the church, 
besides the American Legion who 
marched in double file, there were 
the ladies of the W. R. C., who at- 
tended in a body and scores of friends 
of the deceased. 

At Elmwood cemetery short pray- 
ers were given by both Rev. Doty and 
Sorenson and as the body was low- 
ered into the grave, taps were sound- 
ed by Mr. W. H. Cody, and the body 
of Henning Jorgenson was confined 
to its final resting place. 

Henning Jorgenson was the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Peter F. Jorgenson. 
Besides his parents he is survived by 
three brothers Johannes, Leo and Ei- 
ner, and one sister, Mrs. Ingrid Duval 
all of this city. 

Flags were at half-mast that day, 
and Dr. C. A. Canfield, president pro 
tem issued a proclamation, that all 
business places be closed from two 
to four o’clock during the services to 
honor the soldier dead, who had been 
brought from overseas to the home 
he had loved so well, and for which 


he fought and for which he made the 
supreme sacrifice.

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TRACING BACK HIGH PRICES. 


Retail merchants, for some time 
past the goats of charges of profiteer- 
ing, personal, official and otherwise, 
are having the satisfaction of seeing 
the high-price problem traced back 
along the line to the first sources or 
visea in prices. The fact that the 
search for profiteering Michigan re- 
tailers disclosed no cause for action 
on the part of the investigators gave 
no satisfaction either to the wateh- 
fully-waiting consumer or to the re- 
tailers. who, while exonerated, 
suffered from the stings of what 


they always had characterized as un-| 
. just. 


and sometimes deliberately 
planned criticism, passed along for 
the purpose of camouflaging many 
of the real issues in the high cost 
situation. 

But, as time goes on and leading 
newspapers about the country go 
deeper into the high price situation, 
it appears that there is much room 
for investigation in places/far re- 
moved from the legitimate retailing 
and wholesaling of merchandise. 

Recently, in discussing the subject 
of the “Falling Cost of Living” the 
New York Times gave an insignt into 
some of the reasons for the excessive 
costs of men’s and women’s clothing 
and points the way for the correction 
of increased price abuses in many 
lines of merchandising. 

The Times said in part: 

“The manner of the fall in the cost 
of living is as well worth attention 
as the fact. The figures show that 
food, fuel, light and rent advanced 
less during the war than other fam- 
Hy necessities, Farmers and land- 
lords are not unionized. Fuel and 
light are furnished by corporations 
or trusts, and they are under regula- 
tion and prosecution in a manner 
from which labor organizations are 
free. For really oppressive increas- 
es, apart from luxuries which were 
bought often times because they were 
dear and their use made a display of 
means, it is necessary to turn to ar- 
ticles of clothing. Women's clothing 
increased 258 per cent and men’s 220. 
Next to food they are the largest 
items of cost of jiving. The unions 
have had their way in the garment 
industries, and their clothing has cost 
all dearly in order that the cost of 
production might be met. 

“The garment workers procured a 
40-hour week pay when idle and a 
220 per cent increase in wages. Mill 
labor: gained less by nearly half. 
Clothing manufacturers deny that 
this greatest increase in cost of liv- 
ing can be reduced either by cheapen- 
ing cloth or by prosecuting the con- 
spirators among the sellers or pro- 
ducers of the goods. 

“It is doubtful that more or cost- 


lier clothing will be wanted, which 


- Means that clothing workers will be 
released for other occupations. Pos- 
sibly those left employed will be more 
productive, or will be more willing to 
work as they used to do when gar- 
ments were cheaper. Nobody will 
wish that distress should come to 
them, but plenty for all can come 
only thru industry by all. Nobody 
expects workers to perform such pro- 
digies as the ship riveters under the 
war fever, but it is well that their 

, Wages are no longer a standard to 
demoralize workers in other trades.

POLES OCCUPY TOWN OF. MIR 


Bolsheviki Fleeing In Panlé As War- 
saw Soldiers Continue Drive On 
Minsk and Klev. 


Warsaw.—Capture by the Poles of 
60,000 prisoners in the furious battle 
raging for the. Important railhead of 
Lida, was announced by the Polish 
war office, Great stores of materials 
also were taken from the Reds, who 
had sixteen divisions engaged in the 
battie, the statement avers. 

An entire Bolshevik brigade was 
captured when the town of Mir was 
occupied by the Poles who took alto- 
gether, 1,200 prisoners there, it {a an- 
nounced. Polish troops are advancing 
on Minsk and Kiev, “sweeping the 
remnants of the Red army before 
them,” the statement says, The Bol- 
shevik troops are fleeing in “a pan- 
icky condition,” the statement adds. 
Polish cavalry is said to be advancing 
on Zhitomir. 


Wrangle Wins Successes. 

Constantinople-—The forces of Gen- 
era] Wrange) have achieved further 
successes against the Russian soviet 
forces in the region of Novoknovaska, 
where 6,000 prisoners were taken and 
900 cannons, five locomotives, and 100 
wagons were captured, says an official 
communication received here, The 
communication adds that in the 
region of Finelnikovo 3000 prisoners 
were taken, together with many mia- 
chine guns and cannon. The holshevik 
forces are described in the communi. 
cation as being disorganized. 


CITIES SURPASS RURAL GROWTH 


High Wages Cause Migration to the 
Larger Munclipalities. 


Washington,.—Cities are increasing 
in population seven and a half times 
as fast as the rural districts, the 
census bureau disclosed in a com- 
Filation of figures covering approxim- 
ately 80 per cent of the new census. 
The figures indicated the completed 
census would show the majority of 
the population to be city dwellers. 

For the last 10 years, rural growth 
was only one-third as great as it was 
in the previous decade, but the cities 
almost maintained their rate of 
growth, getting five new inhabitants 
from 1910 to 1920 for each six added 
during the preceding 14 years. All 
population centers, even the small 
county hamlets and towns, showed a 
greater proportionate increase than 
the purely rural districts. The great- 
est increases, however, were by cities 
of 10,000 or more inhabitants. 

While the bureau attempts no ex- 
planation of the reasons for the in- 
Greasing migration to the cities each 
year during the last decade, presum- 
ably higher wages, shorter working 
days ang home conveniences attract- 
ed the rural population, especially 
during the war, when wages in big in- 
dustrial centers went up rapidly. 


ANT! SUFFS’ APPEAL REFUSED 


Court of Appeals Turns Down Petl- 
tion; Volstead Act Taken Up. 


Washingtou.—The court of appeals 
of the District of Columbia dismissed 
a petition for an injunction to prevent 
the indorsement of the suffrage 
amendment. It is expected that the 
question will now be taken to the Uni- 
ted States supreme court. 

A conference of the justices of the 
supreme court will be held to take ac. 
tion on the petition of EHhu Root and 
Willlam Gutrie for a rehearing tn all 
of the decisions affecting the prohibi- 
tlon act and the Volstead act. 

The decision of the court on this 
petition may bring an end to the con- 
troversy over the legality of prohibi- 
tion,
